With fifty players arriving on campus in anticipation of making the 82 - 83 Vikings

All three players also finished 
closely behind league leading Duane Potekal of SAIT in the scoring race. Yvon de 
Champlain was second, Terry Kurtenbach third, and Brad Chaffey fourth.
